^FOBT DUHCAH, TEXAS, Jan. 10, '83.

which lies on the opposite side of the 
river in Mexico. The former takes 
its name from a pass that has been 
known to frontiersmen for years; 
the latter from a vein of stone coal 
which is being utilized by the inhab 
itants to some extent. Eagle Pass, 
as well as Piedras Negras, may both 


THE constitutionality of the Kan-

The spry jack 
rabbit, the many-legged centipede, 
the a;sthetic tarantula, blue quail, 
and now and then a solemn burro, are 
the living insects, birds and animals 
of the adjacent country contiguous 
to the town. The city is composed 
of a mixed community of about two 
thousand persons of all shades of 
colors, and boasts of two or three ho- 
tels, several stores, barber shops, ba- 
keries, restaurants, saloons without 
number, gambling hells, and a dance 
hall. Huts are dotted 
here and 


there in the town, owing to the fabu- 
lous price put upon the lots by the 
Crwsus who owns them, and unless 
this corner in land is broken, I can 
well predict that in six months time 
after the bridge is completed, which 
will make a continuous line 'of rail 
from Galveston to the City of Mex- 
ico, the thorny vegetation that char- 
acterizes the Rio Grande country 
will gain a foothold, and in its luxu- 
riance the town will soon return to 
its original status. 


Piedras Negras is like all Mexican 


towns on the frontier, old and dilap- 
idated in appearance, Moorish in ar- 
chitecture, and solemn in their qui- 
etness, save when the fiestas, or holi- 
day times, give them the bull fights, 
balloon ascensions, and dance amuse- 
ments. The country about the two 
cities is especially adapted to the 
grazing of sheep and goats, and 
herds in groat numbers of these ani- 
mals are kept in the vicinity, and 
this pastoral business makes up the 
chief enterprise of the raachmon. 
The Rio Grande at this point is a 
rapid stroam, and the water is com- 
paratively clear lit this Reason (if tbo 
yeai.

We Axe to Have a New Nickel. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has 


approved the proposed change in the 
device of the five-cent nickel pieces 
as submitted by the Director of the 
Mint 
The new coin is unchanged 


in weight, but the diameter is in- 
creased one millimeter, and 
the 


thickness is proportionately decreas- 
ed. Upon the obverse side is a clas- 
sic head of Liberty, with the date of 
issue, and on the reverse a wreath of 
corn and cotton, inclosing the Ro- 
man numeral "V," surrounded by 
the inscription, "United States of 
America," and "E Pluribus Unum." 
The change was made in conformity 
to law, and is a great improvement 
on the old coin. The Philadelphia 
Mint nas been instructed to begin 
coining the new pieces at once.

Remembering tho 


re-julU oT recent murder trials and 
the influence of n falsa and sickly 
sentimentality, this disproportion is 
not surprising, but it nevertheless 
affords ground for serious reflection. 
There have beoii fifty-seven lynch- 
ingK. 
Considering our enormous 


population, vast stretch of territory, 
and tho comparatively lawless char- 
actor of tho sections in the south 
and west, where nearly all these 
lynebingB have occurred, their num- 
ber certainly gives no reason for re- 
garding lynch law a^ an inevitable 
accompaniment of American life.— 
Nor clops the south present such a 
ghastly showing aa it has been the 
fashion t.i attribute to that section. 
Of the 7;iH rnurdors of the year only 
212 wore, committed in the entire 
south, whilo thero were 131 murders 
in >IPW York State alone, of which 
71 > were in this city and 14 in Brook- 
lyn. Of the 101 executions daring 
tho year, 33 or more than half, took 
place in the southern states, which 
furnished only ono-third or one-quar- 
ter of tho murders; while in New 
York stato, in wbioh about one-sixth 
of the total number of murders took 
placp, there wore only four execu- 
tions. 
This would seom to indicate 


that tbp law takes its own course in 
the south as well as ia the north, and 
that the legal punishment of homi- 
cide in the former section is by no 
means a rarity. 
The number ef 


lynehings was 57, Colorado leading 
with 6, while there were 25 in all the 
southern states. Of the 3S3 suicides 
of the year, 123 took their lives in 
this city and 26 in Brooklyn, New 
York state furnishing 184 or abont 
half the total number. 
Surely here 


is a call for another apostle of the 
goaple of rolasation in this city.— 
Lynchings New York has been free 
from, but taking tho rest of the dark 
record it must be said that she ap- 
pears to very poor advantage.
